CHILLED MEAT EXPORT FROM 
THE WEST. 


Winnipeg Free Press-—The report 
which comes from Edmonton that ihe 
Douminion government will aid the es- 
tablishment of a chilled meat indus- 
try in Western Canada by guarantee- 
ng its bonds to the extent of $1,750, 
OO, brings this question up for pub- 
ic consideration. A great deal is ex 
pected in the way of reform to the 
live stock industry of the West from 
a chilled meat trade. In some quar- 
ters itds confidently expected to prove 
a panacea for all the ills of that in- 
justry 

Undoubtedly such 
would do much to improve  condi- 
tions. The element of competition 
n buying would be more largely intro- 
duced than at present. A reduction 
in transportation charges would be 
effected and this would ultimately 
find its way into the producer’s pock 
ets. By slaughtering on shis side of 
the water the allied industries which 
utilize the by-products of the abattoira 
would be established here instead cf 
in Great Britain. The loss and waste 
incidento] to transportation of live

stock many thousands of miles would 
be eliminated, and that much clear 
gain would be effected, The lose in 
the quality of the meat also due to 
the long journey would ‘be saved and 
the preduct would be offered to the 
consumer in a condition more nearly 
approaching that in which it left the 
producer, The principle of slaughter 
ing near the point of production and 
shipping the product in a chilled state 
is eeientific and in harmony with thr 
principles of modern business. 

There are, however, not lacking men 
of integrity, familiar with conditions 
m both sides of the Atlantic, whx 
issert that there are weaknesses and 
idverse tendencies in the = system 
which will need to be remedied an: 
cuarded against, and that while tw 
methods of exporting our beef wil!

The Britishers raise the best 
beef on earth, and are critics of that 
‘ommodity. The tendency of the pre 
sent method of exporting on the hoof 
harges being based throughout o1 
the number of individual animals 
hipped rather ‘than on the weigh‘ 
ransported, is to weed out all smal 
ind ill-conditioned animals, thus en 
suring the Britisher our best cattle 
mly, while the home market absorb 
hose not measuring up to export 
standards, It is pointed out that thi 
tendency would not exist to the sam 
xtent with chilled shipments, as 
eharges would be based upon actua! 
weight dressed meat, and small 
poorly finished animals could b 
shipped as cheaply and profitably 
is large and well-fleshed steers, Thu 
he meat shipped to Britain might 
lose in quality from this cause mor 
han it at present does from the hard 
ships of transportation.
